The SRB, as you know, if? the set of games the PDRC considers 
lar postal Diplomacy games" and hence rateable. It includes all f?ames all 
the members rate plus" categories of disputed games receiving the requisite 
majority vote. This issue will cover that more thoroughly in a moment- 

As you also know, the SRB is not, binding on rsembers in the sense that 
we rate games not included in it (and we don*t have to rate games which 
are in it) * It is strongly recommended, however, in listing the farces you 
rate, that it be done indicating only exceptions to the SRB. Thus, "SRB/ 
24" means the Standard Rating Base covering all praxes reported by the mu 
through EVERYTHING 24 * 

The members have written me telling rce that they did rate all, gaices 
reported as "regular" in EVERY THING 23, and did not rate all gan^s repor- 
ted as irregular. I am assuming the same is true for #24, although ii I 
have made an error, please let me know* The listing below is a sort ot 
condensed checklist; please check it over. If you do not rate any gatse in 
the "SRB K column, or if you do rate any game in the 'not ratea column, 
please let me know. The exception would be any local flame, since the Com- 
mission has already voted to exclude all such games from the SRB*
